LONDON, Oct. 2.—({By Atlantic Cable.) 
A British naval officer attached to the 
Chinese naval squadron, engaged in the 
fight off the mouth of the Yalu River, has 
written a letter to the Graphic, in which 
he says. “On board the warship Chen- 
Yuen, the fighting was awful. The docks 
and space around the guns were strewa 
with human fragments. Three of the five 
men working on the four-ton guns were 
blown up by a shell from the Japanese 
warship Naniwa. The fourth gunner was 
shot while trymg to escape from the ‘tur- 
| ret, and the fifth stuck to his post. This 
man fired three rounds at the Naniwa, 
one shell entering the @ngine-room of the 
Jananese ship, and another crushing her) 
 forgebridge. The Neniwa then hauled off. 
Chinese admiral rewarded the sur- 
viving gunner with à present of 1000 
tels. 
“A shell glanced from the steel deck 
of the Chen-Yuen and went through ber 
tower, shattering everything therein. A 
lidutenant, in the act of speaking through 
a tube. leading to the engine-room, was 
blown into atoms, and his head was left 
hanging to the speaking pipes. Huge 
fragments of armor were carried on board 
by the shot, crushing @ large number of 
sailors ‘into a shapeless mass. The Bu- 
‘ropean engineer groping about in an en- 
deavor to repair the steam pipe, was 
‘drenched from head. to foot with the 
blood of an assistant, who was disem- 
bowled by a shot from the enemy’s ship.“

PRINCE KUNG. 

- WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Prince Kung, 
‘Who has been recalied to imperial favor 
‘im China and placed at the head of the 
Privy Council. is said by diplomats who 
have. known him personally to be one of 
the ablest and most adroit statesmen in 
the Chinese Empire. He has behind him 

a long record of distinguished service be- 
sinning in 1860 and running until April, 
| 1884, when he fell into disgrace. He was 
the founder of the Tsung-Li-Yamen or 
Privy Council; has a broad knowledge of 
foreign affairs, and, to His courage and 
energy in remaining at Peking in 1861, 
when the British occupied the place and 
the imperial family fied, was due the very 
existence of the reigning dynasty. 

In April, 1884, the Emperor 
him from his office in disgrace, in his 
décree asserting that, probably on account 
of broken health, he had become care- 
less and neglectful of his duties. -He has 
since recoyered and, while he is now in 
the sixties, he is said to: be a vigorous 
and alert man. 

During his retirement from office he had 
always opposed Li-Hung-Chang, the Vice- 
roy, and his restoration is taken here to 
mean the ascendency of his party over 
Li-Hung-Chang, and it is also believed 
that he stands. committed to a vigorous 
war policy and will endeavor to force the 
fighting with the Japanese instead of fol- 
lowing -the Fabian policy of Li-Hung- 
Chang, who must give place to * in 
the direction of affairs. 

So far as known here, Prince Kung 
had but one son, a youth of evil habits, 
who died in a fit of dissipation many years 
ago. Should he have a second son, it is 
not believed here that he would endeavor 
to place him on the throne and displace 
the reigning Emperor as the Empress 
would scarcely put him in a place where 
he could destroy her own son unless she 
felt confident of his loyalty. 

SKEPTICAL OFFICIALS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The officials of 
the Chinese Legation were very incredu- 
lous today of the reports from Shanghai 
that the Chinese Emperor was about bo be. 
dethroned and his place occupied by 
of Prince. Kung, It is pointed out that 
Prince Kung has been in retirement so 
long and his son is so little known in 
political affairs that there is, no reasonable 
basis: for crediting such an internal revo- 
lution as might overthrow the Emperor. 

The official draft of the new treaty re- 
tween China and the United States, as re- 
cently signed in China, is now on its way 
to the legation here. It is expected the 
President's proclamation making the treaty 
effective in this country will be the next 


place of great strategic advaritage. Should 
the Japanese effect its capture and land 
an army there would be nothing in the 
way of a rapid advance on Peking from 
the capital, and unless the Chinese re- 
sistance is more formidable than it has 
been so far, the march could be made in 
a week or ten days. 
NEAR THE FRONTIER. 

TIPN-TSIN, Oct. 2.—It is Celally an- 
neunced that 5000 Japanese troops have 
arrived close to Padsiet Bay, near the 
Russian frontier. Previous to this an- 


the Japanese fleet had been sighted on 
September 29, ten miles from Shanghai- 
Kwan, 200 miles from Peking. Large bodies 
of Ohimese troops have been drafted to 
that district in the last few days, to pre- 
vent the Japanese landing. 
FINICKY CHINAMEN. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 2.—The anti-foreigner 
feeling at Peking is increasing, hourly,

NEW YORK POLICEMEN USE 


Some Interesting Facts Brought Out 
by the Lexow Investigating 
Committee—Citizens 
Assaulted.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Chief Counsel 
Goff surprised the Lexow Committee today 
when he subpoenaed the members of the 
force conyicted of clubbing citizens during 
the past year, but who, for some reason, 
have retained their positions on the force. 
The feature of the day, however, was 
the testimony of the men accused of club- 
bing citizens. Many surprising stories of 
inhumanity were told - the witnesses. 
Of Rev. John 
terian divine, claimed he had been forcibly 
ejected from a station house because he 
had gone there to protest against an as- 
sault by an officer upon an Italian fruit 
peddler. A Columbia College student told 
of assaults of the policemen made upon 
the students while they were building bon- 
fires in a vacant lot to celebrate one of 
their victories. Thomas Lucas said he had 
asked Policeman Bernard Dunn if he had 
caught a thief who stole $4 from him. By 
way of reply the policeman clubbed him, 
inflicting wounds upon his head. It re- 
quired twenty-seven stitches to patch him 
up, and when he reached the police sta- 
tion ‘the policeman punched him in the 
face. 

Policeman George Lacey was accused of 
clubbing a woman and tried to tear her 
cheek by inserting his finger between her 
lips. Policeman Rohering acknowledged 
that -he had broken a boy’s jaw, but 
claimed that this particular case 4 club- 
bing was accidental. 

Goff added that, of four . only 
one was for clubbing citizens, the other 
three being for clubbing brother officers. 
Then Goff made this astounding state- 
ment: Policemen commit felonies which 
would put a civilian in prison, and are 
only punished by a fine. A citizen may 
be brained, and the brutal officer will only 
have the fear of a probable fine of three 
days’ pay. We call your attention to the 
perjury committed when these policemen 
are brought to trial. To quote the lan- 
guage of the Police Commissioner, ‘the air 
of the police headquarters trial-room is 
blue with per jury.“ 

Lawyer Moss was sworn. He testified 
that he was counsel for the Parkhurst So- 
ciety, and a member of the Executive 
Committee. He then told of the efforts of 
the West Twenty-seventh-street Property- 
owners’ Association to purify the block.

THOSE MYSTERIOUS ‘MOVEMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The officials 
here who have been closely watching the | 
progress of the war in the east are puz- 
zled to account for the landing of 5000 
Japanese troops at Posseit Bay, as an- 
nounced officially from Tien-Tsin. This 
bay lies in the eastern boundary of Ko- 
rea and the Russian maritime provinces. 
It is not believed that any Chinese troops 


are in the neighborhood, and the country 


is too rugged and barren to warrant the 
plan of marching the troops overland clear 
across Koreg to join the army advancing 
on Moukden and it is considered con- 
celvable that the Japanese are preparing 
to resist a possible advance by the Rus- 
sian troops rfom the north into Korea. 
The purpose of the other movement re- 
ported from Tien-Tsin, the reconnoitering 
by the Japanese fleet off the Chinese coast 
near Shang-Hai-Kwan is more reasonable 
and apparent. Shang-Hai-Kwan lies on 
the boundary between the Chinese pro- 
vinées and Manchuria and Chi-Li at the 
eastern end of the great wall which tra- 
vertes China.

Little Rock Struck by 
4 Cyclone. 


Property Worth 81, 000.000 
Destroyed. 


Several People Known to Have Been 
Killed and Others are 
Injured. 


Floods in Oklahoma—Destruction at 
Wichita— A Family is Blown 
Away—Two Hundred Lost 
in Cuban Floods.

LITTLE ROCK (Ark. ) Oct. 2.—A terri- 
ble cyclone struck this city at 7:30 o’clock 
this evening, and almost devastated the 
| business portion of the city. Several people 
are known to have been killed, and many 
are injured. The main portion of the busi- 
ness center, bounded on the south by the 
railroad, north by the river front, on the 
west by Center street, and on the east 
by Commercial street, is practically in 
* and the amount of damage is in- 
culable. The otal property loss will 
probably approximate $500,000. 

The cyclone was accompanied by a ter- 
rific storm, and the stocks of goods in 
those business-houses that were unroofed, 
though not otherwise injured, are de- 
stroyed by water. The storm struck the 
State penitentiary, which stands on a hill 
in the western part of the city, with fear- 
ful force, destroying the dining-room, 
tearing down the stable and shops, unroof- 
ing the train cell building and demolish- 
ing the warden's office. Several convicts 
were seriously injured, one of whom died 
an hour afterward. 

Down town the Nghtning struck the 
Martin Block, corner of Spring and Gec- 
ond streets, totally wrecking the third 
floor. A man named Eaton was fatally in- 
jured there. The Tilles building, corner of 
Center and Oak streets, was unroofed and 
a part of the fourth floor of the Gleason 
Hotel was blown away. At Main and 
Second streets, the tops of several ad- 
jacent buildings Me piled up in an indis- 
ortminate heap. The most how- 
ever, was done to property on Markham 
and Culbert streets. Nearly every bullding 
in this district is unroofed, and many are 
totally wrecked. The large three-story 
buiiding at Markhem and Oulbert. streets, 
-gocupied by the B. H. McCarthy Company, 
is a total wreck; as is aao the two-story 
huilding on the opposite corner, occupied 
by Max Eikin’s saloon. The third story 
of the Old Deming House was blown off 
and. the several stores under it were 
flooded with water and filled with debris, 

The streets are filled with tin roofs, 
electric wires and other wreckage, and it 
will be several days before the extent of 
the damage can be accurately known. 
The large cotton warehouse situated at 
Second and Scott streets, owned by J. H. 
Bachum, was wrecked. It fell on the 
Western Union Telegraph office, next door, 
and wrecked it, thus cutting off all tele- 
graphic communication with outside points. 
The city is in the densest darkness. Res- 
cuing parties are busy searching for the 
wounded, but a list of the casualties is un- 
obtainable. 

Among those Known to have been seri- 
ously and probably fatally injured are C. 
H. Monroe, member of the Arkansas Legis- 
lature, and H. Baton. Sam Smith, a prom- 
inent citizen, is also badly wounded. Oth- 
ers are known to be more or less in- 
jured, but the names are not obtainable. 
All kinds of rumors are afloat, one to the 
effect that the insane asylum, in which 600 
patients are confiend, has been blown 
down and many patients injured; but, as 
the asylum is situated a mile from the 
city, the rumor cannot be confirmed. A 
number of escaped lunatics have been cap- 
tured near the Union Depot, and this fact 
gives color to the rumor.

rains on the 23d and 24th, the rivers 
Sagna, Yabu, Yabusiteo, and Mananeva 
have flooded the surrounding country and 
inundated the towns of Sagna, Crences, 
Lajas, Sitiesto, and San Domingo.

SUGAR SCHEDULE. 


Germany Protests and Falls Back on 
the American Hog. 
Associated Press Leascd-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—An interna- 
tional question involving the United States 
and Germany has been raised by -that 
feature of the tariff law which inspires the 
most domestic trouble—the sugar schedule. 
The German government, through its 
“Ambassador, Baron Sadrma-Jeltech, has 
made a strong protest to the Secretary of 
State against that clause of the act which 
imposes an additional duty of one-tenth of 
1 cent per pound on sugars imported from 
those governments which pay an export 
bounty on the article to their prodiicers.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2. — Superior 
Judge Seawell rendered a deoc'!sion this 
morning in an action brought against P. 
A. Dolan and other Oregon organizers of 
an alleged Populist perty; which put a 
municipal ticket in the fleld, to enjoin 
them from using the name Populist 
party,“ and to enjoin the registrar from 
issuing a certificate to Dolan.

SENATOR ALLISON ON THE SUGAR 
QUESTION. 

TIPTON dowa,) Oct, 2.—At the county 
convention today.a magnificent audience 
assembled to listen to United States Sena- 
tor Allison. L. H. Brotherlin, the presi- 
dent, introduced the speaker, and éaid 
Iowa would be proud to follow him as a 
Presidential candidate two years hence. 

Senator Allison’s speech was devoted 
almost entirely to the sugar question and 
the action of Congress thereon for the past 
four years. Modern invention, he said, 
has in the last twenty years greatly les- 
sened the cost of refining sugar, and the 
cost has gradually diminished.

production.

TE PRATT CASE. 
THE HEARING WILL BE RE- 
SUMED THIS MORNING. 


A Decision by Judge Clark Settling 
Some Points as to the Ad- 
missibility of Certain 

Evidence. 


The further hearing in the noted Pratt 
will case was continued until this morning, 
in order to permit several of the attor- 
neys interested in the calling of the trial 
calendar to attend in Department Four. 

Judge Clark yesterday handed down a 
decision on several questions which have 
arisen during the progress of the trial, 
touching the atiniissibility of certain evi- 
dence which thas been offered and ar- 
gued at great length, as follows: 

“First—The codicil offered for probate 
herein purports to have been executed 
on June 3, 1885. One of the issues to be 


‘submitted to the jury is: Was the dece- 


dent, at the time of the execution of said 
codicil, of sound mind? The contestants 
claim that the mind of the deceased was 
impaired by the shock occasioned by the 
death of her gon, Charles P. Pratt, which 
occurred in February, 1885, and that this 
impairment was permanent and progres- 
sive in character, and was the cause 
of the decedent’s death. Some evidence 
has been offered and received, tending in 
some degree, to show that the mind of the 
deceased was more or less affected by her 
son’s death and prior to June, 1885. Con- 
testants now offer to prove by two wit- 
nesses, Mrs. Grace Goucher and Catherine 
Gaffney, the condition of decedent’s mind 
at a period subsequent to the alleged exe- 
cution of the codicil. They offer to qualify 
sali witnesses under sub. 10, sec. 
1870, (C.C.P.,) and to prove by the former 
that the deceased was of unsound mind 
in 1887 and 1888, and by the latter that de- 
ceased was mentally incompetent in 1892. 
To this the proponents object, upon the 
ground that it is incompetent and imma- 
terial, in that it relates to a period sub- 
sequent to the execution of the codicil. 
“Second—The will offered for probate 
purports to have been executed April 28, 
1881. As one of the grounds of opposition

executed a will in Writing, signed the 
fame. in 
witnesses; acknowledged the same to be 
her will, to said witnesses and they in 
her presence, and at her request sub- 
scribed their names thereto as attesting 
witnesses. Said instrument is not pro- 
duced ‘and there is no allegation that it 
is lost or was fraudulently destroyed, or 
destroyed by the testator with the intent 
to revoke the same. Neither is there any 
allegation of its information and belief 
that it did, among other things, contain 
a provision and clause wherein it was 
stated that all wills and codicils theretofore 
made by her were by said instrument re- 
voked. In support of this ground of oppo 
sition the contestants, after laying a foun- 
dation for the introduction of secondary 
evidence, called to the stand C. F. Han- 
lon and offered to prove Sy him that in 
the year 1884 the said testator did execute 
a will containing such a clause; that he, 
as the attorney of deceased, prepared the 
will and at her request subscribed his 
name thereto as attesting witness.

THE POPULISTS NOT IN IT. 

According to the opinion of the District 
Attorney, the Populists will not be al- 
lowed, according té law, to hold as offi- 
cers on the election’ board. Mr. Scar- 
borough also renders an opinion on sub- 
mitting the liquor question to a vote of 
the people and having the question placed 
on the tickets te be voted upon at the 
next general election. Mr. Scarborough’s 
opinion is as follows: 

“To the Board of Supervisors of Orange 
County—Gentlemen: I Neve considered the 
two questions submitted to me by you, and 
say: Firet—As to whether the election 
board is to be selected from the parties 
casting the highest vote throughout the 

State, or in the precinct for which they 
are selected. 

“My opinion is that the board must be 
selected from the two casting the highest 
vote throughout the State. Sec. 1142, 
of the Political Code provides that they 
shall be selected from the parties cas 
the greatest number of votes in the nex 
preceding general election. Sec. . 1041 
of the same code says that a general 
election ‘is one held throughout the State. 
Sec. 1208 of the same code sustains 
conclusion. N 

“Second—As to submitting to vote of th 
people the liquor question, it is my opinion 
that the board can submit such a ques- 
tion for the purpose of obtaining the senti- 
ment of the people thereon, and that it 
may be legally placed on the ticket and 
voted on. Secs. 1197 and 1205, of the 
Political Code permit this being done.

ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM 
THE MINING DISTRICTS. 


Revival of Work at the Various Des- 
ert Mines—Regular Meeting 
of the Board of Super- 


visors—Personals. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 2. — (Special 
Correapondence.) The mining news ro- 
ceived from the desert within the few days 
just past, points to a revival of work at 


try, and promises prosperity greater. than 
has been experienced there in many years. 
At Vanderbilt there is great activity. in 
the larger mines. The thirty-five voters of 
two years ago have increased to nearly 
two hundred, and there is a good school 
im progress. From Calico comes the re- 
port that all the mines of any value in 
that vicinity will Be running soon—some 
within fifteen days. The new machinery 
for the Runover mine is being taken to 
the mill from Daggett, and will be pro- 
pared for operation soon. The controversy 
between the King and Waterloo having 
been settled after the expenditure of per- 
haps a quarter of a million in the quarrel, 
both will open up with big forces of men. 
The Oriental, Occidental and Odessa 
mines will also be pushed, so that by No- 
vember 1 it is expected that about two 
hundred miners will be at work 
near Daggett, and the mils will 
be dropping a hundred stamps. Near 
the Altuma mine in the Morongo district, 
Rosario Preciado sunk a shaft ten feet 
with a pick and shovel and found $175 
worth of ore on a little flat, and developed 
good prospects. 

The Altuma, in the Monongo district, 
has a shaft of 165 feet, starting at a put 
150 feet from the top of the hill. The 
shaft now terminates in a four-foot vein 
or ledge running north and south. Along 
this ledge drifting is being done in both 
directions. The main shaft at this mine 
is down 100 feet. There is another tun- 
nel in 147 feet, from which a winze has 
been sunk thirty-eight feet, all through 
pay dirt. 

Three miles to the northeast is the 
Rose mine, where there are fourteen men 
at work: There is a stamp mill running 
all * time, days, nights and Sundays, 
and some fine gold is coming out: 

At the Good Hope, further south and 
west, off the desert in Riverside county, 
there is the greatest activity, and numer- 
ous claims are being located in that re-
